I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  to  you  upon  matters  affecting  the 
health  and  sanitar^^  condition  in  the  Borough  of  Cowbridge, 

The  Report  has  been  prep)ared  upon  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Circular 
22/58  from  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  contains  sections  dealing  \vith 
vital  statistics,  social  conditions,  water  sui^ply,  housing,  drainage  and 
sev/erage,  public  cleansing,  food  hygiene,  infectious  disease  and  factories, 
and  generall^f  v/ith  matters  which  might  have  an  adverse  affect  on  the  health 
of  the  inhabitants. 

The  population  as  estiraated  by  the  Registrar  General  is  now  1,900 
and  during  the  year  there  v;ere  11  births  and  14  deaths. 

There  irerc  only  two  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  and  in  r  either 
case  v/as  it  necessary  to  remove  the  patient  to  hospital. 

The  ne\/  course  of  the  River  Thaw  has  been  of  considerable  advantage 
already,  as  the  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  A48  road  has  not  been  flooded 
to  the  same  extent  as  previous  years. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  any  new  houses 
during  the  3^ear,  but  several  houses  ov/ned  by  the  Council  have  been  the  subject 
of  improvement  v/orks  being  cairried  out. 

In  the  body  of  the  Report  -will  be  found  inf oiTiiation  upon  the  mprovements 
\7hich  have  been  I'ladc  in  food  preparing  promises  and  licensed  houses.  These 
iiTrprwoments  had  been  anticipated  in  earlier  Reports  \7hen  the  nei7  se\rcrage 
scheme  had  been  in  operation,

The  Borough  of  Cov/hridgc  comprises  an  area  of  84  acres^  on  the  main  highv/ay 
from  London  to  Fishguaixi,  It  is  a  very  ancient  Borough  formed  in  its  present 
state  piohahly  early  in  the  13th  century  and  at  this  period  ^/as  ranlced  in 
G-lamor^n  as  second  only  to  Cardiff,  It  has  not  developed  to  any  considerable 
extent  and  for  the  past  100  years  the  population  has  been  almost  static, 

Hie  Borough  is  the  natural  centre  of  the  fertile  Vale  of  Glamorgan  and 
the  principal  industries  are  clearly  connected  with  agricultural  pursuits  auch 
as  agricultural  engineers,  agricultural  merchants,  and  shops  and  professional 
offices  i/hich  specialise  in  country  requirements. 

Public  mains  water  is  available  thraughout  the  area  and  a  house  to  house 
refuse  collection  is  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals.  Electricity  is  also 
provided  in  all  parts  of  the  area,  A  se\/eragc  scheme  is  nov/  provided 
throughout  the  tov/n. 

There  arc  no  large  factories  in  the  area.  The  factories  v/hich  are  here 
engage  a  small  number  of  employees  some  of  v/hom  are  members  of  the  oi/ners*

Infectious  cases 
arc  usually  adj.iitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Cefn  Hirgoed  although  under 
rcgionalisation  specific  cases  ni{^t  be  admitted  to  other  noro  convenient 
hospitals. 

Medical  and  surgical  cases  arc  adnitted  to  any  of  the  Board's  Hospitals 
in  Bridgend  and  Cardiff,  By  arrangereent  \;itli  the  y*ir  Minis tr^^  several 
civilians  in  the  arca  have  been  treated  at  the  hospital  at  the  Royal  Air 
Force  Station,  St.  Hthan, 

Maternity  cases  usually  enter  the  Bridgend  Hospital  or  St.  Athan  R.A.P, 
Hospital,  Of  the  11  births  during  the  year  four  v/ero  born  at  hone  and  the 
renaining  seven  in  hospitals  in  the  surrounding  districts. 

Ear,  nose  and  throat  diseases  in  children  under  13  years  of  age  are- 
dealt  \7ith  in  the  Children's  Ear,  Nose  and  Hiroat  Hospital,  Cov/bridge  Road,

The  Glamrgan  River  Board^s  diversion  of  the  River  Tha\7  and  the  nev/  bridge 
required,  were  coi.'.pletpd  during  1958*  This  vrork  has  resulted  in  a 
considerable  inprovenent  in  the  flooding  of  agricultural  lands  north  of 
Cov'bridgc  and  also  the  occasional  flooding  of  preniscs  in  the  nei^bourhood 
of  the  old  lino  of  the  river, 

Sone  flooding  occurs  in’  the  -v/ost  end  of  Co^/bridgc  during  periods  of 
exceptionally  heavy  rainfall,  v/hen  water  collecting  on  agricultural  lands 
above  Daiaren  Fam,  passes  through  the  famyard  and  discharges  on  to  the 
highv/ay  resulting  in  the  surface  ’..'ater  drains  being  insufficient  to  convoy 
the  ■v/atcr  fron  the  highva;-.  The  nuihber  of  houses  concerned  is  six. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  remedy  the  position.

There  is  no  slau^terhouse  in  the  Borough,  The  four  butchers  in  the 
Borough  purchase  fron  v;holesalers  or  slaughter  their  anii'.:als  at  the  public 
slougliterhouses  at  Barry  or  Bridgend,  The  neat  at  these  public 
slauf^iterhouses  is  inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  area 
concerned  before  it  leaves  the  premises. 

On  occasions  neat  in  butchers*  shops  is  found  to  have  internal 
decomposition  ■'./hen  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  A  certificate 
for  the  amount  of  meat  condemned  is  issued  and  arrangements  made  for  its 
collection  by  a  licenced  dealer  v/ho  has  a  modem  digesting  plant  where 
decomposed  foods  arc  sterilised  before  being  put  to  other  use, 

inspections  arc  also  made  of  food  stuffs  in  grocers  and  other  food 
shops,  and  food  fourd.  to  be  unfit  is  condemned  and  the  necessary  certificates 
issued.

(a )  Poliomyelitis ; -  JAaocimtion  against  pblionyelitis  p'roceeded  during  the 
year,  the  v;ork  being  undertaken  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  his  staff.  In  the  combined  Rural  and  Borough  Areas  some  1,365  injections 
v/ere  given  but  no  individual  details  for  the  Borough  are  available. 

This  figure  includes  children  and  expectant  mothers. 


(b)  Smallpox  Vaccination;-  Vaccination  is  novi  a  purely  voluntary  matter  but 
it  is  extremely  important  that  all  children  arc  vaccina  c  d  during  the  first 
few  months.  Vaccination  is  usually  carried  ou :  by  the  family  doctor. 


(c)  Diphtheria  Immunisation;-  The  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  should^ not 
prevent  parents  having  their  children  immunised  against  the  disease,  as  it 
is  only  by  continual  watching  of  the  situation  and  having  a  very  high 
pr*oportion  of  children  immunised  that  the  disease  is  kept  at  such  a  low  level 
It  is  very  important  that  all  childj-en  be  immunised  and  that  they  receive 
booster  doses  vihon  commencing  school.

Tlie  Borougi'i  Council  have  a  standard  for  poultry  keeping  on  the 
Council’s  housing  estate.  All  nev;  applicants  for  poultry  keeping 
must  comply  v/ith  these  conditions  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
carries  out  the  necessary  inspections  to  ascertain  thaL'  thA 
requirements  are  complied  v/ith, 

A  sumr.ary  of  the  standard  conditions  is  as  follo\/s:- 

Poultry/-  may  bo  kept:- 

(a)  in  intensive  poultry  houses,  (b)  in  roosting  houses  v/ith  covered 
scratching  sheds,  (c)  in  laying  batteries,  (d)  in  a  combination  of 
(a),  (b)  and  (c). 

The  x^oaltryr  prarvises  (other  than  batteries)  should,  if  ipossiblo, 
provide  a  minii'ium  floor  space  of:~ 

(a)  b  sq.ft,  pc.r  bird  in  the  intensive  house, 

(b)  10  sq.ft,  per  biid.  in  the  roosting  house  and  scratching  shed. 

No  poultry  premises  should  exceed  one  quarter  of  the  total  available 
area  as  may  be  provided  in  the  Byelav/s  of  the  Local  Authority  and  should 
be  situated  at  a  suitable  distance  from  axiy  dv'/elling  house.
